THE CANANIAN FAMILY. 

An editor who has gone ¢ care- 
fully through the census returns 
-han the following to say in re- 
gard to the Canadian family:— 

The census returns do not 
strongly support the theory 
that the French speaking people 
of Canada are like to overrun 
the country and become: the 
dominant race. It will require 
many years to get out of. peo- 
ple's heads the iden that the 
average French Canadian family 
consists of from twelve to 
twenty-five persons. When the 
cool facts are placed before us in 
statistical tables we begin to 
see that though the French Can- | 
adian women may. marry early 
and’ bear many children the 
number who survive is not very 
much larger than the number 
found in other Canadian house- 
holds. In 1891 there were in 
Canada 921,646 families, com- 
prising 4,833,239 persons, an 
average of 52 to each family. 
British Columbia had 20,718 
families and 98,173 inhabitants, 
making an average of 4.7, There 
were 31,786 families in Mani- 
toba and 152,506 persons, the 


average to each family - being 
4.8. New bruns wick had a 


population of 321.253, or 5.5 to 
each of the 58,462, families, 
Nova ‘Scotia's 83,723 families 
were somewhat smaller, includ- 
ing 450,396, or 5˙4 on the aver- 
ade. The average size of the 
Ontario family was 5.1, the pcp- 
ulation being 2,114,321, and the 
number of families 414.798.

109,078 people in 18,601 families 
or 5,8 to each family.
